Kroll's New Book 
Published October 10 

“Darker Grow* the Valley," by 
Harry Harrison Kroll, a story of 
a family that settled In a valley 
near Cumberland Gap, was pub¬ 
lished by Bobba-Merrlll on Octo¬ 
ber 10. 

New York Times for October 2 
says: “Kroll chronicles five gen¬ 
erations of the Clinch family in 
the Clinch Valley, along the Cum¬ 
berland Gap In Tennessee, and car¬ 
ries his task through magnifi¬ 
cently. 

When the author brings down 
the curtain on his tale by flooding 
the Clinch Valley with the waters 
dammed by the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, it leaves the reader 
with a feeling of irreparable loss. 

Mr. Kroll, author of ‘Their An¬ 
cient Grudge," is reported to be 
working on another novel, based 
on an expedition in 1779-80 by 
Colonel John Donelson, Andrew 
Jackson’s father-in-law. The ex¬ 
pedition of forty craft started on 
the Holston River and traversed 
the Tennessee, Cumberland, and 
Ohio Rivers, settling what is today 
Nashville.
